THE GOVERNOR’S PITTANCE. 


The only official reward so far offered for informa- | 


tion leading to the arrest and conviction of the | 


bandits guilty of the atroctous murder of Erris Pillow, 
the bank messenger who was robbed, and subsequent- 


shot to prevent the conviction of one of the rob- 


bers whom he identified, is $200, which the Governor 


offered \ esterday. 


A reward of $209 for the arrest of the perpetrators 
of a crime which strikes at the foundation of the 
processes of justice is a ghastly joke. It is the usual 
State reward for any sort of crime. and is about as 
effective as an offer of a stick of candy for a week's 
work The Governor should have offered $10,900, 
certainly not less than $5900, and $20,000 would be a 
small price to pay for the swift arrest and punish- 
ment of murderers and bandits who rob and then in 
cold blood shoot the State’s witnesses whose evi- 
dence is necessary to convict them of the robbery. In 
this case the bandits shot the victim of the robbery. 

These men are worse and far more dangerous than 
murderers. Their atrocious and defiant offense raises 
them to the plane of conspirators against State 
authority and all law They attempt by murder to 
block law enforcement and destrov the processes of 
law--to obtain protection and immunity for criminals 
by terrorizing State's witnesses. Their safety will en 
courage adding murder to robbery and organizing 
criminal.societics to put State's witnesses out of the 
Wa \ 

This menacing thing must be stopped. It can only 
be stopped by proving to the criminals that the 
State authorities and the city authorities are awake 
to the enormity and menace of the crime and wil! 
spare neither money nor effort to bring the guilty to 
justice. The offer of a big reward—a sum which fits 
the crime—will tempt criminals to inform and induce 
the widest co-operation and would in itself be an 
effective warning 

if Gov. Hyde does not awaken and offer a suitable 
reward, his pittance should be supplemented by other
